So why not Operation Crossroads? The ac- 
tual program will be of short duration, but 
Its Crossley and Hooper ratings should be ter- 
rific. The government probably could sell the 
broadcnat rights for enouiih to pay tor half a 
destroyer, at least— provided there Is any use 
for destroyers alter the broadcast la over. 

For there Is an element of surprise In Oper- 
ation Crossroads which, for the prospective 
aponsor, should maka the broadcast rights 
doubly attractive.
